Think before you 
‘drink 


While eating lunch at a restaurant last week, | couldn't help over 
hearing a conversation between two camouflage clad "hunters in the 
booth behind me, One was telling his buddy about how he had forgot 
to carry his bottle of water with him to his deer stand, Since he had 
decided to Change stands before lunch, he just bent over and had a 
good drink from a stream on the way to the other stand, 

“His friend was apparently much more knowledge about water borne 
diseases than the hunter who had drunk from the sueam. He informed 
his buddy that cows were pastured a short distance up stream from 
where they were hunting and the chances of his getting sick was a dis 
tinct possibility. The one who consumed the branch water responded 
with “There js nothing to worry about, cause water purifies itself every 
100 yards.” 

A friendly argument ensued about whether it was safe to drink from 
a stream. | listened but didn't comment. Hunters all across the coun 
try get sick from similar situations every year. | had heard that old 
wives tale in the Boy Scouts over 40 years ago about water purilying 
itself. It wasn’t so then nor is it today, 

Water borne diseases such as Giardia, 2. coli and Cryptosporidium 
are in most bodies of water across ‘the United States. Giardia is one of 
the most commor protozoa that wreaks havoc with our digestive sys 
tem. It is also one of the easiest to remove from a water source because 
it is one of the largest “Bugs” and is relatively easy to filter oul, 

Hunters and hikers in the southern half of Alabama will seldom be 
far from a safe source of drinking water. Carrying a bottle of water o1 
a belt canteen that will hold a quart of water is the best way to po 
Outdoor enthusiasts who venture into the Rockies or Smokies may 
find it Smart to invest ina portable filtering system. Most of these fil 
tration devices do a good job of removing the larger and medium size 
contaminants such as Giardia; But there is sull some Chance ol a 
“Bug” getting through the filtering device. Even though there, 1s no 
guarantee, one greatly reduces the chances of getting sick by using one 
of these filtering devices, 

Boiling water for five minutes is the best way of purifying yt if you 
have the time and fuel. Chlorine drops will kill most “Bugs” and hala 
zone tablets and iodine drops will purify iteven more. The drawback 
to this chemical weatment is it negatively affects the taste. Pouring 
water back and forth from one container to another will werate it and 
improve the taste somewhat. 

One should never assume jarat water is safe to drink just because 1 
is sparkling clear, Remember, the suweam that you are thinking about 
drinking from may be the same one that Barney the Bull uses for his 
bathroom. °

The 
next most common specific type 
of identity theft was phone and 
uulities. fraud. including the open- 
ing of new wireless, telephone.

*When you go shopping. take 
only the credit cards you plan to 
use and leave the others at home
